As indicated by the PAIR PTA adjustment history, herein attached as 
Appendix A, U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 10/617,010 has a patent term 
adjustment under 35 U.S.C. §1 54(b) of 517 days. U.S. Patent Application 
10/617,010 is not subject to a terminal disclaimer. For the reasons stated herein, 
reconsideration of this patent term adjustment is respectfully requested. 

Period of adjustment pursuant to 37 CFR S 1 .703(a) 

The PTO calculation of the period of adjustment pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 
1.703(a) indicates, as shown by the PAIR PTA adjustment history, an adjustment 
of 521 days (14 months after the filing of the application on July 10, 2003 to the 
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mailing of the first Office Action on February 13, 2006). 

Period of adjustment pursuant to 37 C.F.R. S 1 .703(b) 
The period of adjustment pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1 .703(b) is the number of 
days in the period beginning on the day ("the 3 year date") after the date that is 
three years after the date on which the application was filed pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 
1 1 1 (a) or fulfilled the requirements pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 371 and ending on the 
date a patent was issued. 

The present application was filed on July 10, 2003. The 3 year date 
specified in 37 C.F.R. § 1.703(b) is July 10, 2006. The issue date, as indicated by 
the Issue Notification, herein attached as Appendix B, is December 19, 2006. The 
difference between the 3 year date (July 10, 2006) and the issue date is 162 days . 

Reduction of adjustment pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 5 1.704 

The PTO calculation of the period of reduction of adjustment pursuant to 
37 C.F.R. § 1 .704, as shown by the PAIR PTA adjustment history, is 4 days. 

Total patent term adjustment 

For the present application, the total patent term adjustment pursuant to 
37 C.F.R. § 1.703(f) is the adjustment under 37 C.F.R. §1.703 reduced by the 
reduction under 37 C.F.R. § 1.704. The total adjustment is thus 521 + 162 - 4 = 
679 days .
